revenues will rise $20 billion in the next three years. 


The projection was based on the assumption that new lax 


rates on which Congress is now working would stimulate total 
production and that theie would be a significant drop in un- 
employment by 19GG. 


The statement, which re- 


peated many of the adminis- 
tration's arguments for a tux 
cut, was issued after Treas- 
ury experts had considered 
revisions In the tax cut bill 
made by the House Ways and 
Means Committee, which Is 
expected to approve the bill 
next week. 


The administration has said 


a reduction of taxes is need- 
ed to stimulate the economy, 
and that this will result in 
more jobs, more wages and 
profits, and therefore more 
revenue. 


Should Balance 


Many critics of the pro- 


posed $ll-billion reduction in 
individual and corporate tax 
rates 
believe 
the 
budget 


should be balanced 
before 


any consideration is given to 
cutting taxes. 


In contrast to the projected 


$20-bllllon increase in federal 
revenue in three years, there

What Uie Negro seeks to do away 
with has been a part of the existence of 
people for all of their lives and such a 
part of people as Utis is not easily dis- 
carded. Little children often suffer great 
fear and anxiety over the cutting of their 
fingernails. 
It is a senseless thing, of 


course, and the cutting cannot harm them 
but it is hard to convince them of this. 


The child with such fears knows only 


that something a part of him Is being de- 
stroyed and fear wells up within him.

and the society as a whole in which they 
live have so practiced it that it has never 
even been tested with most individuals. 
These same individuals arc the ones who 
are called upon at this time to face di- 
rectly the issue of segregation.

The marcli on Washington was not just 


a matter of getting some 
legislation 


through Congress. What the march was all 
about was the opportunity to obtain a job 
on an equal footing- with all men, the 
chance to buy a home under the same 
kind of circumstances that a home is bought 
by those who are a part of the majority 
race of this nation and the chance to obtain 
a first-rate education in the public school 
system. While none of these things will 
come about overnight, the nation should 
have been impressed by the number that 
descended upon the nation's capital with 
the fact that the Negro does not intend to 
wait forever for the rights that he believes 
he is entitled to.

day march, us shown by the emphasis giv- 
en it by one speaker after another. Much 
of the nation has always faced this Issue 
like the fellow who is always going to do 
great things tomorrow. The notion has 
pointed to progress in the racial question 
and asserted the situation could do nothing 
but improve as time goes on. But the per- 
son who has a right that Is always just 
around the corner Is a person with no 
rights at all. If your rights are close, at 
your fingertips but never quite In hand, 
you are no better off than tho fellow who 
is far from a situation of equality. Civil 
rights are like ordinary right and wrong- 
there can be no compromise with them. A 
man Is cither free or he Is not free and 
that principle is so well established that 
It can go unquestioned. 


The march has furthered the cause of 


freedom for all citizens* of this nation and 
that, too, is pretty well without question. 
The marchers were impressive with their 
appearance, their behavior, their number 
and their oratory. Not even one incident 
marred a demonstration that had to be 
considered as potentially explosive. 


Through this effort the American peo- 


ple should have become better acquainted 
yet with the fact that quality is something 
at which all of us have to work. A passive 
or indifferent altitude \\ill no longer be per- 
mitted In dealing with a human problem 
that is approaching the threshold of a crisis. 


Evidence was produced by this march 


to show that business, industry, the profes- 


sions and every citi- 
zen of this nation as 
an individual will in 
the immediate future 
have to face up to the 


suppression of minority groups. While the 
movement of these minority groups will not 
be satisfied overnight, there will be action 
and the days drifting along with the tide 
appear to be a long-gone part of our socie- 
ty. How much greater will our nation be 
and how much better the life for all people 
when finally we have rooted out the last 
vestiges of privilege by virtue of race, 
creed and color. 


It is a change which will greatly 


strengthen the nation and one that future 
generations will come to accept as so 
many in the past have accepted the prac- 
tice of segregation. The march can be 
chalked up as another in a series of events 
that will culminate one day in a social 
and economic order of much more refine- 
ment than we can now boast.

Lowlands A Problem 


City Planning Engineer Douglas Brog- 


dcn is wrestling with a problem of long' 
standing and one that is likely to be with 
us for a long time in the future. It is a 
problem, too, that demonstrates the kind 
of difficulty in which city government can 
get through no fault of its own and which 
undeservedly brings it into public displeas- 
ure. 


The problem centered around the use 


of land along creeks and sloughs of the 
city. Where such land is subject to rather 
frequent flooding, it will often end up a 
difficulty for the city. If development is 
permitted on the property, then the city 
ends up liable for protection against flood- 
ing. Yet, the city cannot prohibit the use of 
private land as its owner sees fit. 


Thus, a developer 
might 
construct 


houses along an area that will flood. The 
houses are sold during a dry spell and 
the owners live happily until the first big 
rain comes. The rain floods them out. dam- 
ages their homes and furnishings and sends 
them in anger to the city for protection 
against such disasters in the future. 


The city simply cannot ignore demands 


for flood protection as this Is one of the 
primary 
responsibilities 
of 
government. 


Large sums of public money could be 
saved if such marginal land were not de- 
veloped but about the only way to achieve 
this is for the city to purchase the land 
for park purposes. This, too, however, re- 
quires money the city generally does not 
have. Lincoln is wise in looking ahead to 
such conflicts and trying to come up with 
answers that can be dealt with on other 
than an emergency basis. 


Loose From Its Moorings 


Something has gone wrong with Merrie 


England. It is turning its back on its tradi- 
tions. It is not just the Profumo scandal. 
It is other things, too. 


For instance, a British magazine has 


debunked Robin Hood, the friend of the 
poor, who wrought justice against the ex- 
ploiters of the people. It said he was just a 
plain hi-jacker and a t h i e f who may 
have relieved the rich of s o m e of 
their pelf, but singularly split very little 
if any of the proceeds "with the poor. It 
said Robin Hood's sweetheart, Maid Mar- 
ian, was a loose liver, that Friar Tuck 
was a priestly renegade, and Little John's 
only social claim lay in his knack for hit- 
ting someone from behind. 


We object to such cynicism. Youth nev- 


er studied the stories of Robin Hood for 
their improvement in crime. He was a 
hero because he harried the oppressors ot 
the common people, and thus sustained 


thoughts of democracy and human equali- 
ty. If he used unusual methods it has to 
be remembered that the haughty oppres- 
sors were plying unusual advantages. 


A second instance is the decision of 


young Prince William of Glouster, t h e 
Queen's cousin, to attend school this fall 
at Stanford University. He will be the first 
British prince to attend a co-vdu<julional 
school and the first to pursue his educa- 
tion in the United States. He will iiot regis- 
ter as His Highness but as William Henry 
Andrew Frederick of Glouster. He gave as 
his reason for entering Stanford, "I don't 
want to be hemmed in by red tape. I want 
to make my own way in life." 


We are for him, but can imagine he will 


run into some difficulties when he calls a 
coed for a date and says this is William 
Henry Andrew Frederick. The answer prob- 
ably will be "It will be okay if I can scare 
up three other girls." 


VARNA. BULGARIA—My 


interview with Premier To- 
dor Zhivkov of Bulgaria took 
place at a tea t a b I e in a 
shady spot on the palace 
lawn of the former kings of 
Bulgaria. Tea in Bulgaria is 
almost a banquet. It consist- 
ed of caviar, two kinds of 
sausage, two kinds of cheese, 
nuts, ice cream, cake, and 
coffee. Premier Zhivkov sat 
relaxed in shirt sleeves and 
no necktie. 


Perhaps the most import- 


ant question we discussed 
was whether Red China was 
likely to start a war, in 
view of its opposition to co- 
existence between the Unit- 
ed States and Russia. I know- 
that until about a year ago 
Bulgaria was still in the 
Stalinist camp and leaned 
toward Red China. 


"I am not worried about 


C h i n a for two reasons," 
Zhivkov replied. "First, it 
took twenty years for the 
United States to perfect the 
atom bomb and China is not 
going to get nuclear weap- 
ons easily. Second, world 
opinion against China would 
be too strong." 


"Now that President Ken- 


nedy and Khrushchev have 
agreed to a test ban treaty," 
I asked, "what should be the 
next step in improving rela- 
tions between the U n i t e d 
Slates and Russia?" 


"Disarmament." Premier 


Zhivkov replied without hesi- 
tation. "Even if there is only 
partial disarmament, it will 
be an important step. We 
have to begin." 
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"The small nations l i k e 


Bulgaria don't count when it 
comes to preventing war," 
he said. "But you and Rus- 
sia have the power within 


yourselves to keep the peace. 
If you stand together, 1 am 
not worried. 


"Bulgaria can't s t a r t a 


war but we are concerned 
about war. We have b e e n 
through too many of them. 
I asked our scientists t h e 
other day to give me a re- 
port on the results of nu- 
clear war and they reported 
that it would take 1800 years 
to decontaminate the earth 
after such a war. 


"Pardon me for talking so 


seriously at a tea party," 
said Zliivkov, pouring anoth- 
er cup of coffee— not tea — 
"but these are things we all 
have to worry about. 


"No one c a n win a nu- 


clear war," he continued. 
"if the socialist countries 
throw the first bomb, we'll 
reap the same kind of de- 
struction you \\ill reap. And 
if you throw the first bomb. 
you will suffer just as much 
as we do. 


"So we hope relations be- 


tween us will improve. If 
they arc left to us, this will 
be.""I a s k e d the Bulgarian 
p r i m e minister what he 
thought of the current Soviet 
policy of co-existence and 
how it jibed w i t h Khru- 
shchev's one-time statement 
that he would bury us. 


"When Khrushchev said he 


would 
bury you," repljed 


Zhivkov. "he "was speaking 
in a rhetorical sense. He 
didn't mean war. This state- 
ment was greatly misinter- 
preted. The fact is that we 
know we can't chanpe you 
from being capitalists and 
we don't want to. And you 
know that you can't change 
us from being communists."

To Study The Amazon 


The United Stales has agreed to co- 


operate with Brazil in conducting a hydro- 
graphic study of the Amazon river. 


At first glance this looks like a small 


piece of news, and an example of how to 
get rid of foreign aid money without fruit- 
ful return. But a close look at the project 
opens up exciting vistas and may be one of 
the most significant decisions for the fu- 
ture. 


The Amazon is a veritable giant. It dis- 
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charges seven times as much water as 
the great Mississippi. It drains two fifths of 
South America and its watershed consists 
of 2,722,000 square miles. 


As yet no one has a full picture of the 


•resources of the basin and no one has 
made much use of it. Yet it constitutes a 
tremendous frontier which could accommo- 
date millions of people, once it is conquered. 


A good deal is said about the world's 


population explosion, but not much is said 
about the capacity of the earth to accom- 
modate it if available resources are de- 
veloped. Obviously, the development of un- 
touched territories offers an alternative to 
human struggles over presently developed 
areas. The opening of the Amazon basin f:ir 
one might case human pressures sufficient 
to avert wars for ever so long. The time- 
liness of the U.S.-Brazilian hydrographic 
study fits neatly into the picture. 


An early hope of the Amazon study is starting 


part camp meeting, part joy- 
ful picnic and part a deter- 
mined, almost fierce politi- 
cal rally uniting people of so 
many kinds and conditions. 


Above all, it was an answer 


to the scoffers hoping for the 
worst. Gov. George Wallace 
of Alabama had sneered at 
what he called an organized 
civil war, a rabble looking 
for trouble.

How much that great dem- 


onstration—(he greatest test 
in the history of the capital 
—will mean for civil rights 
legislation Is hard lo say. In 
the cold light of the morning

system. While no ne o f these things will 
co me abo ut o v ernight, the natio n sho uld 
hav e been impressed by the number that 
descended upo n the natio n’s capital with 
the fact that the Negro do es no t intend to 
wait fo rev er fo r the rights that he believ es 
he is entitled to . 


The march has furthered the cause o f 
freedo m fo r all citizens’ o f this natio n p d 
that, to o , is pretty well witho ut questio n. 
The m archers were impressiv e with their 
apixiarance, their behav io r, their num ber 
and their o rato ry. No t ev en o ne incident 
m arred a demo nstratio n that had to be 
co nsidered as po tentially explo siv e. 
Thro ugh this effo rt the Vmerican pe<» - 
ple sho uld ha\e beco me belter acquainted 
v et with the fact that quality is .so mething 
at which all o f us hav e to wo rk . A passiv e 
o r indifferent attilude will no lo nger be per­ 
mitted in dealing with a human pro blem 
that is appro aching the thresho ld o f a crisis. 
Kv idence was pro duced by this m arch 
to sho w that business, industry, the pro fes­ 
sio ns and ev ery citi­ 
zen o f this natio n as 
an indiv idual will in 
the im m ediate future 
hav e to face up to the 
suppressio n o f mino rity gro ups. While the 
mo v ement o f these mino rity gro ups will no t 
l>e satisfied o v ernight, there will be actio n 
and the days drifting alo ng w'ith the tide 
appear to be a lo ng-go ne part o f o ur so cie­ 
ty. Ho w much greater will o ur natio n be 
and ho w much better the life fo r all peo ple 
when finally we hav e ro o ted o ut the last 
v estiges o f priv ilege by v irtue o f race, 
creed and co lo r. 
It is a change which 
will greatly 
strengthen the natiuii and o ne that future 
generatio ns will co me to accept as so 
many in the past hav e accepted the prac­ 
tice o f segregatio n. The m arch can be 
chalk ed up as ano ther in a series o f ev ents 
that will culm inate o ne day in a so cial 
and eco no mic o rder o f much mo re refine­ 
m ent than we can no w bo ast.

graphic study o f the .Amazo n riv er. 
.At first glance this lo o k s lik e a small 
piece o f news, and an example o f ho w to 
get rid o f fo reign aid mo ney witho ut fruit­ 
ful return. But a clo se lo o k at the pro ject 
o pens up exciting v istas and may be o ne o f 
the mo st significant decisio ns fo r the fu­ 
ture. 
The Amazo n is a v eritable giant. It dis-

In an interview that the civil 
rights groups "are definitely 
more unified now than before 
the m a r c h . . . we have 
reached the point of no re- 
turn — we can only go for- 
ward — and at an acceler- 
ated pace." 


Another of the march lead- 


ers. Bayard Rustin, said there 
is need for a master plan for 
civil rights that goes beyond 
the integration issue. The civ- 
il rights revolution will suc- 


ceed, he said, "only to the 
degree that we move this 
country to the 'eft, because 
there is no room and no oth- 
er direction to go." 


Rustin. who was deputy di- 


rector of the march, called 
for use of civil disobedience 
methods by the unemployed 
—both white and Negro — to 
get the response from nation- 
al and local governments that 
tiic civil rights movement lias 
achieved. 


Rustin tolrt a Socialist Par- 


ty conference that the 
ID- 


group coalition behind the big 
demonstration Wednesday al- 
ready 
shows "certain ten- 


sions." and that Its signifi- 
cance will be momentary un- 
less it gains allies among 
those who "wield and can 
manipulate 
real 
economic 


power." 


Rustin specifically 
called' 


for such an alliance with the 
l a b o r movement, although 
adding that he was "not talk- 
ing a b o u t George Meany, 
whom I don't give a damn 
about." 


Rustin, executive secretary 


of 
the 
War 
Resistance 


League, urged white and col- 
ored jobless people to "get 
down in the streets togeth- 
er" and employ "all of the 
radical techniques of civil dis- 
obedience, such as sit-ins, sit- 
downs and marches on state 
capitals and city halls." 


Lewis said the civil rights 


organizations arc now ready 
to expend their efforts in the 
cause of the over-all civil 
rights movement. 


"But personally. I will nev- 


er subject my organization to 
a secondary status in the civ- 
il rights fight for the sake of 
unity," Lewis declared. 


SNCC is composed mostly 


but not exclusively of students 
from 102 Negro colleges in 
the south. These young Ne- 
groes arc reinforced by while 
college youngsters who make 
up 20 
r/o of the SNCC forces. 


Lewis predicted that SNCC 


will be to wcM organized this 
fall that whenever he Issues 
an order from organization 
headquarters In Atlunta thou- 
sands of SNCC workers can 
merge on any community In 
a mutter of hours. 


Tho next objective, he said, 


could be the American Tele- 
graph & Telephone Company, 
which he said has maintained 
patterns of discriminatory hir- 
ing practices in the south. 


Rustin said he is now busy 


organizing a people's con- 
grcss and people's lobby that 
will come to Washington to 
speak for democracy, "which 
the Senate is obstructing."

Soviets Rap Chinese Paper 


Moscow ifl — Th6 Soviet- 


Chinese 
rift was 
widened 


Thursday night by a strong 
attack on Red China's official 
Communist Party newspaper, 
People's Daily. 


The attack came from the 


official 
Soviet 
government 


newspaper, Izvestia, w h i c h 
•aid the Chinese newspaper Is 
printing "slander and Inex- 
cusable lies" about the Sov- 
iet people. It sneered a! a 
claim the Chinese invented 
the multi-stage rocket 1,000 
years ago. 


Izvcstia also belittled the 


stature of People's Daily, say- 
Ing it only had a circulation 
of a b o u t half a million. 
Against this, Izvcstia m a d e 
the claim that Izvestia and 
Pravda, the Communist Par- 
ty newspaper, have a com- 
bined circulation of 12 million. 


The significance of the Iz- 


vestia attack was heightened 
by the fact that it was print- 
ed in bold face type and was 


e n c l o s e d by heavy black 
rims. 


Describing People's Dally, 


Izvestia said: 


"In the years after the 


(Chinese revolution) . . . It 
truthfully covered the events 
In the fraternal (Communist) 
countries. Bui lately the peo- 
ple's Dally has occupied an 
obviously anti-Soviet position. 


" O b j e c t i v e information 


based on the aspiration for 
unity and friendship has been 
replaced by slander and in- 
excusable lies." 


Izvestia asserted: 
'They pick up critical ma- 


terial from Soviet newspapers 
which are exposing shortcom- 
ings and drawbacks in t h e 
work of certain Soviet eco- 
nomic organizations and then 
they carry out malicious gen- 
eralizations." 


Izvcstia also complained 


that the People's Dally sys- 
tematically plays down Soviet 
space achievements. 


"And other newspapers," 


Izvestia added, "went down 
further. They attempted to 
prove that the multl - stage 
rocket carrier was Invented in 
China In the Ninth Century." 


Izvestia said the Chinese 


newspapers described t h • 
early Chinese rockets as bam- 
boo sticks, filled with gun- 
powder. 


"According to the newspap-

The United States and Britain 
submitted a resolution Thurs- 
day calling upon the U.N. ,Se- 
curity Council' to condemn 
th6 "wanton murder" of two 
Israeli farmers near t h e 
Syrian border Aug. 19. 


The draft avoided placing 


the blame for the slaylngs dl- 
recUy on the Syrian govern- 
ment, but it called Syria's 
attention to U.N. evidence 
that the killings appeared to 


have been the work of an 
armed band based on Syrian 
territory. 


U.N. 
diplomats expressed 


the belief the Soviet Union 
would veto the proposal when 
It comes to a vote probably 
Friday. A Soviet spokesman 
would not say whether t h e 
v e t o would be used, but he 
stated that "of course we 
will support the Arab coun- 
tries, as always."

church or part of a church," 
The Most Rev. Arthur M. 
Hainsey said. "It Is a ser- 
vant of all the churches, and 
nothing more. It Is a good 
servant of the churches and 
all humanity." 


His comment, came at a 


news conference following a 
lively exchange about wheth- 
er the organization of many 
churches working and con- 
sulting together has taken on 
aspects of a fuller church 
beyond any of Its parts. 


Closer to Unity 


The archbishop, spiritual 


leader of the World-wide An- 
glican Communion, said the 
churches are "considerably 
closer" to a united Christian- 
ity than they have been for 
centuries, but he added: 


"There are stages/In Chris- 


tian unity. The flnaf, stage of 
organic unity Is far off. But 
the first stage, of charity and 


cooperation ... has Increased 
miraculously." 


The council, whose policy- 


making Central Committee is 
half-way through an eight- 
day meeting here, includes 
most major Protestant, An- 
glican and Orthodox churches 
around tho earth. 


Archbishop Ramsey, hi an 


amiable m o o d , his white, 
bushy brows working vigor- 
ously as he spoke, took the 
occasion to needle obscurity 
among some theologicans in 
discussing church matters. 


"A r e a l l y good theologi- 


an who knows his stuff In 
depth Is able to expound It 
quite simply," he said. 


He said some of the mod- 


em speculation about theol- 
ogy, which seems to question 
it, "actually represents a de- 
s i r e to communicate the 
Christian gospel to the con- 
temporary world." 


Although this Is the "desire 


and motive," he said it some- 
t l m e s fumbles In the at- 


tempt with dubious Interpre- 
tation. 


Smouldering Issue 


Ever since formation of the 


interdenominational 
council 


IS years ago, a smouldering 
issue has been whether it had 
elements of a more complete 
church Itself. 


"What Is (his new reality?" 


asked the council's general 
secretary, the Rev. Dr. W. A. 
VIsser. 


All arc generally agreed 


that it must "not only avoid 
becoming a super-cnurch, but 
also avoid giving the impres- 
sion of being on the way to 
becoming a super-church," he 
said.

At the same time, he add- 


ed, the separate churches 
have a transforming experi- 
ence by working closely with 
other churches that is beyond 
any of them by themselves. 


The Rev. Dr. John Marsh 


of Oxford, Eng., favored a 
churchwide study of the mat- 
ter.

basketball tournaments, such 
as the National Invitation at 
New York City. 


The r u l i n g presumably 


means \Yichita could compete 
in the NCAA tourney by win- 
n i n g the Valley basketball 
title, but couldn't compete in 
the NIT, which it entered in 
1954, 
19G2 and l a s t spring. 


Wichita has never competed 
in the NCAA tourney. Neve re- 
fused to say what e v e n t s 
might be included in the pen- 
alty, which becomes effective 
this school year. 


The Valley's action against 


Wichita is certain to be re- 
viewed by the NCAA. Byers 
declined to speculate whether 
the NCAA might take any ac- 
tion in the case.

Road To Indianapolis 


Auto racing fans attending the big car races at the 


State Fair starting Sunday may be seeing a future In- 
dianapolis 500 winner in the pack of roaring racers. 


In past years, one of the last stops on the road to 


auto racing's pinnacle has been the International Motor 
Contest Association (IMCA), which includes the Nebras- 
ka State Fair races. 


In the Indianapolis 500 race last Memorial Day, half 


of the drivers moved up to the big one via the com- 
petitive events sanctioned by IMCA on Midwestern and 
Southern dirt tracks. This included the winner, Parnelli 
Jones of Torrance, Calif. 


Although Jones never raced at the Lincoln track,' 


another man closely associated with Jones' victory did 
run at the Fairgrounds oval. He is Johnny Poulsen, who 
gave up driving to build and serve as chief mechanic 
' on Parnelli's winning auto at Indianapolis. 


The past Memorial Day racing classic saw the entire 


front row — the three fastest qualifiers — made up of 
IMCA graduates. In addition to Jones, the others in 
the front row were Don Branson of Urbana, 111., and 
Jim Hurtubisc In bis Hotel Tropicana Novl. Both Bran- 
son and Hurtubise appeared In Lincoln before the State 
Fair racing crowd. 


Other Indy drivers who have run in Lincoln are 


four-time IMCA champion Bobby Grim, Johnny Ruther- 
ford, who raced here a year ago, Bobby Unser, Ralph 
Ligouri, A. J. Shepherd and Jud Larson. Larson has 
been retired because of a heart attack two years ago 
and will be attempting to launch a comeback in this 
year's racing at the State Fairgrounds. 


Up And Down Statistics 


The National Federation of State High School Ath- 


letic Associations has completed a study on how many 
times a basketball bounces during a game and found 
that the ball hit the floor 1,690 times during the game 
used for the experiment.

To Curb Space Blasts

Thursday foresaw possibilities 
of using certain bacteria — 
which thrive oil a diet of hy- 
drogen — to prevent possible 
explosions aboard spaceships 
of the future. 


These same microbes, they 


told the annual meeting of the 
American Institute of Iliulogl- 
eal Scientists (AIKS). might 
double in brass as helpmates 
in the onboard disposal of ur- 
ine and other human waste 
products. 


Researcher Max D. Lccht-

in their mother's wombs, arc 
shortened to a greater extent 
than those of male mice ex- 
posed to similar doses. 


He declared there is a pos- 


sibility — although as y e t 
unproved — that unborn hu- 
man females also may be 
more sensitive to radiation 
than males. 


If this were proved, he said, 


it would have particular sig- 
nificance since a mother, dur- 
ing her pregnancy, m i g h t 
take drugs, for medical treat 
ment. having effects similar 
to radiation.

Philadelphia UFi — Psychol 


ogists ore taking a c l o s e 
look at those makeshift fam- 
ilies that mass produce ju- 
venile delinquents — and find 
they arc families in n a m e 
only. 


Basic In these families Is 


the failure of the parents to 
function as parents, as execu- 
tives toward their children, 
psychologist Clara Rabuiowltz 
of New York said Thursday. 


Miss Rabinowitz said such 


parents become involved in 
their children's lives o n l y 
when the momentary event 
bothers them — or g i v e s 
them a chance to discharge 
their own disturbing feelings. 


Don't Guide 


"They may punish, or even 


control irrationally, but they 
do not guide, teach positive 
values or plan," she told a 
meeting of the American Psy- 
chological Association. 


"They tend not to show af- 


fection, although this docs not 
mean they lack love," Miss 
Ilabinowitz said. "They leave 
their children too much on 
their own, unprotected a n d 
feeling that to count on their 
parents would be futile." 


Miss Rabinowitz. of N e w 


York's Wiltwyck School f o r 
Boys, told of family therapy 
with such loose family groups 
from low social and econom- 
ic classes. In this therapy, 
she said, the family is liter- 
ally taken apart and put back 
together again, hopefully in 
more solid form. 


S h e described one initial 


interview with a family with 
three boys. Two of the boys 
had been sent to homes be- 
cause of delinquent behavior. 


Headed By Mother 
* 


Tliis family is headed by 


the mother, in her early 40's, 
intelligent but married to a 
man who is described as a 
delinquent of long standing. 
He has been in jail before, 
and is now again. 


"Our 
first family session 


was chaotic," Miss Rabino- 


witz said. She told it this 
way: 


"Jimmy, the youngest (sev- 


en), jump:; perpetually, call- 
ing attention to himself, In- 
terpreting every obvious and 
innocuous thing on the size 
of horror and violence. Jack 
(the middle child, nine) runs 
in and out to the bathroom 
for water. He appears unable 
to tolerate any talk about the 
other two children. 


"When the talk turns to 


him he rolls up his eyelids, 
grins irrelevantly and as- 
sumes a generally fantastic 
appearance. Frank, the old- 
est (13). hangs in his chair 
as if asleep. He rouses only 
momentarily to join with the 
brothers in some play or to 
reply monosyllabically to a 
question . . . 


Pays No Attention 


"Mother pays no attention 


to the disruptiveness. O n l y 


when one of the therapist 
shows discomfort, does moth 
er call out for one or the oth 
cr of the boys to stop. Usu 
ally she fixes a child with a 
.malevolent look only." 


The interview sessions try 


to break Into these family re 
latlonshlps and make them a 
little sounder. 


This runs into resistance 


from the mother who can' 
really sec her position a 
first. Ultimately the 
family 


therapy will pave Uic way for 
Frank and Jack to return to 
the family. 


Eventually, the team of 


therapists hopes to improve 
communications within t h e 
family, to pull the children out 
of the little worlds that iiavc 
closed them in, to join t h e 
mother to the family again, 
and help her to function as a 
parent.
